ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN OFFICIALS OF 
SWANZEY, NEW HAMPSHIRE FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING DECEMBER 31, 2000 
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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The 2000 Annual Report gives an account of the town’s activities during 
the year as well as information about programs and plans. Increases in 
commercial and residential uses within the town have continued in 2000 
and the town’s recommended operating budget and individual warrant 
articles strive to keep pace with citizen requests for service. Much of the 
increase proposed in this year’s budget is attributable to debt service that is 
scheduled to be retired by the end of 2003. Overall, only 15% of 
property tax dollars raised support town services. 


Several efforts were initiated in 2000 to involve more of our citizens in 
future planning. In May of 2000, Swanzey held a Community Profile 
Weekend. That has contributed to the efforts of the Master Plan Sub- 
committee’s town wide survey of resident’s goals and opinions. Tallying 
the close to 450 responses received is now underway. It is hoped that 
preliminary survey results will be available by Town Meeting 2001. 
Another group, formed as a result of the Community Profile, is working to 
rehabilitate Whitcomb Hall and a third group is looking at recreational, 
cultural and arts opportunities within our Town. 


2000 saw work to improve the Town’s infrastructure and equipment 
continue. Some of the improvements were: 

*In November, contracts for reconstruction of the Slate Covered Bridge _ 
were executed and work began on the project anticipated to be complete in 
October 2001. Credit for this project should go to the Slate Covered 
Bridge Fundraising Committee that has been tireless in efforts to raise the 
town’s 20% share of the project cost. Replacement of this covered bridge, 
lost to arson in March of 1993, will be celebrated with its re-dedication 
Saturday, October 6, 2001. Mark your calendars and plan to participate in 
recognition of our town’s achievement. Participate in planning for this 
event by contacting the Slate Covered Bridge Fundraising Committee. 
*Equipment upgrades were initiated within the Department of Public 
Works during 2000 with replacement of the town’s old 1972 grader with a 
newer 1995 machine. A 1983 large dump truck was also replaced. 

*In December, delivery was taken on the new fire truck approved by voters 
at the March 2000 Town Meeting. 

* At the Recycling Center, the new addition approved by voters was 
completed providing more storage for the town’s growing volume of 
recyclables. In addition to producing income for the Town, recycling 
allows avoidance of the significant cost associated with contracted trash 
disposal. 


*Sewer Commissioners signed contracts for completion of necessary 
upgrades to the West Swanzey Wastewater Treatment Plant approved by 
voters at the 2000 meeting. Plant upgrades, to be financed through user 
fees and a partial grant from the State, will completed by the end of 2001. 
*Voter support at Town Meeting 2000 for the new Public Safety Building, 
combined with the significant donated efforts of local contractors, allowed 
the town to build a facility for Police and Emergency Management 
operations. The support of Mayor Blastos, City Manager John MacLean 
and the Keene City Council who allowed the police department to occupy 
the former Alps building during construction helped greatly toward our 
goal to complete the project within budget. 


Working together with Carpenter Home Trustees, who assumed operational 
control of the home in September of 2000, Selectmen and Trustees together 
request voter support to create a separate fund to track revenue and 
expenses of home. Expenses from the home’s operation will be paid from 
revenue generated. An annual operating budget, to be funded by the 
Special Revenue Fund requires voter approval. Selectmen and Trustees 
continue to work together to move in a positive direction. 


Key to our town’s success is the commitment from citizens. Your 
participation and support is necessary for projects such as the new Public 
Safety Facility, Slate Bridge Reconstruction, Golden Rod Grange 
Restoration and Master Plan update to reach fruition. Those efforts are 
greatly appreciated by this board. The hours of service given by 
volunteers to our boards, firefighters, EMS personnel, DiLuzio Ambulance 
Service and other town committees as well as employees of the Town are 
why Swanzey remains such a great town to live in. 


Today, as we finalize our annual report to voters, word that Selectman 
Bernard J. “Mickey” Lambert passed away was received. He died serving 
his constituents, all of us in Swanzey, at the Legislature in Concord. Loss 
to our town of this kind-hearted man is great. He was part of why 
Swanzey is a good place to call home. We will miss him.

TOWN HALL 


Town Hall staff provides a variety of services to townspeople, serving as 
a link between citizens, part time officials, departments, boards and 
committees. Some of the services that most frequently bring residents 
to Town Hall include motor vehicle registration, dog licensing, vital 
records and related licenses, assessment and land use inquiries, 
payment of taxes and sewer bills. Town Hall is regularly open Monday 
through Friday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., excluding holidays. If you have 
questions about your Town, its government, zoning or other matters 
please call. 


Almost all residents come to the Town Hall to register vehicles. As of 
the 1st of January the law changed with regard to title exempt vehicles. 
Any new owner of a vehicle, 1988 and older, must present an 
appropriate bill of sale together with one of the following: 

*Previous title signed over to new owner; 

*Previous owner’s registration that has not been expired for more 
than 30 days; or | 

*VIN verification form signed by appropriate inspector. 
Bill of Sale and VIN Verification forms are available at the Town Clerk’s 
Office. For renewals, previous registrations must be presented to 
ensure that the registration is done properly. REMEMBER, dog license 
renewals are also due in April. 


Tax bills were delayed in 2000 while the school district worked to 
resolve accounting matters. Recent developments in the courts may 
impact the town, county and school district’s cash flow needs, and the 


ability and cost of borrowing. This uncertainty will impact operations in 
2001. 


Several initiatives to address community goals, growth and the course 
that Swanzey wishes to layout for its future were initiated in 2000 with 
a successful Community Profile Weekend in May. This effort re- 
invigorated the master plan sub-committee’s continuing work updating 
the Town’s 1990 Master Plan. 


Publication of “Swanzey Uncovered” continued in 2000. A Town web site 
will be launched in March of 2001 to make information about the Town 
more accessible. Visit the site www.town.swanzey.nh.us to keep up 
with town activities.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board’s duties include the review and approval of 
all subdivision, boundary line adjustment, sand and gravel 
excavation, and site plan review applications. The Board also 
reviews applications for sign permits, home occupations and 
multi-tenant applications. In addition, the Planning Board has 
the authority to propose amendments to the Swanzey Zoning 
Ordinance and is responsible for updating the Town’s Master 
Plan and Capital Improvements Program. 


The Board consists of ten members, six elected at Town 
Meeting, one ex-officio member appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen, and three alternates appointed by the Planning 
Board. The meetings are held on the first and third Thursdays 
of each month, with meetings commencing at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Town Hall. Notices of public hearings are posted at the Town 
Hall, Mt. Caesar Library, the two post offices, as well as being 
published in the Keene Sentinel and certified mail sent to all 
abutters. All meetings are open to the public and the Board 
encourages your attendance and participation. 


The Planning Board reviewed over 56 applications during 2000 
(13 sign permit applications, 12 site plan review applications, 
17 multi-tenant applications, with the remainder being fairly 
evenly split between boundary line adjustments, subdivisions, 
voluntary mergers, RSA 674:54 hearings, (governmental uses) 
and home occupations applications). This, in addition to work 
on the Zoning Ordinance, revision to the site plan review 
regulations, preliminary conceptual consultations, discussions 
regarding code enforcement issues and other general matters 
concerning the future land use needs and development in 
Swanzey has led to a busy year for the Board.

SWANZEY MASTER PLAN SUB-COMMITTEE 


The Master Plan Sub-Committee is an open-membership group of Swanzey 
citizens whose charge, under RSA 674.2, is to “update” the previous Master 
Plan of 1990; that Plan in turn had updated the Comprehensive Plan of 
1979. 


Master Planning is the process by which a community periodically takes a 
statistical “snapshot” of itself, and projects what trends are likely to ensue, 
and what trends should be followed. It is the means by which a community 
may shape its future. The interval between snapshots has been ten years, 
but the pace of development now makes five-year snapshots desirable. The 
process is wholly public, with noticed meetings, public hearings on 
recommendations, and a final public report to the Planning Board, to which 
the sub-committee is advisory. 


The present sub-committee was convened in August 2000, and has met bi- 
weekly since that time. Membership currently numbers 16, representing a 
broad a cross-section of Swanzey residents. Additional committee members 
are always welcome. Please contact the Land Use Office for more 
information. 


The update will address land use, economic development, housing, utilities, 
transportation facilities, community facilities, conservation and preservation, 
recreation, and “construction materials” (extractive resources available for 
future construction needs, such as sand, gravel, claypits, etc.). 


The planning process goes through three phases: data collection, analysis 
and evaluation, and plan preparation. The present committee has available 
the data of the 1990 Plan, as well as the report of the Swanzey Community 
Profile Project of June, 2000, the resident survey of January 2001, and the 
results of the U.S. Census of year 2000. It is hoped that the preliminary 
survey results will be available by Town Meeting 2001. 


Your Master Plan Sub-Committee appreciates public feedback at every step of 
the process. We look forward to drafting a Master Plan built on accurate 
contemporary snapshots, and incorporating the values and choices—in short, 
the “vision”—of the larger Swanzey community. 


A successful outcome will be a blueprint for the first decade of the twenty- 
first century which provides for the health and well-being of Swanzey 
residents with quality water and air and light, non-polluting economic 
development, rational and reasonable use of natural resources, sufficient and 
affordable public utilities, and promotes safe and appropriate community 
design and arrangement.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment is a board whose function is 
to hear appeal applications from property owners who have 
applied for relief from the terms of the Swanzey Zoning 
Ordinance. The Board is empowered to grant relief from the 
terms of the Zoning Ordinance if the applicant can meet the 
criteria specified and outlined in the Ordinance. The ZBA has 
the power to hear the following: requests for variances, 
requests for special exceptions, appeals from administrative 
decisions and requests for an equitable waiver from 
dimensional requirements. 


The ZBA consists of five elected members and five 
alternates(appointed by the Board). The ZBA meets at the 
Town Hall on the third Monday of each month (with the 
exception of February, when it meets on the 2.4 Monday), with 
meetings commencing at 7:30 p.m. In accordance with RSA 
676:7, notice of public hearings are posted at the Town Hall, 
Mt. Caesar Library, and the two post offices. In addition, 
notices are published in the Keene Sentinel and sent certified 
mail to all abutters. 


In 2000, the Board of Adjustment heard seventeen cases. 
Eleven were for special exceptions, five were for variances and 
one was an appeal from an administrative decision. In 
addition, the Board considered two requests for rehearing. 


The Board of Adjustment invites and encourages all interested 
parties to attend hearings and meetings as noticed. Should 
anyone be interested in serving on the Board of Adjustment or 
want additional information, they should contact Sara 
Carbonneau, Land Use Assistant at the Town Hall. 


Finally, the Zoning Board of Adjustment would also like to 
thank former Board members Mi!re Steere and Bill O'Meara for 
the countless hours of service which they rendered to the 
Town. Both Mike and Bill served in many other capacities in 
local government and their dedication of the Town of Swanzey 
is appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE SWANZEY POLICE DEPARTMENT- 
2000 


As I collected the information and data to write this annual 
report, I was reminded of just how much this department went 
through during the year just past. From utterly tragic calls to 
the frustration of moving into temporary quarters, constant 
personnel shortages, and finally, the pride felt from moving into 
a new facility. The police officers of this department weathered 
it all and came through. I would like to thank them for their 
patience and professionalism. 


As the Town of Swanzey continues to grow, so do the issues we 
face. Many of the calls we receive are to be expected from a 
community of 7,000 residents. What we also need to realize 
are the dynamics that present themselves from the fact we 
have two major highways in town and the City of Keene 
bordering us. A review of the statistics from Mutual Aid show 
us to be the busiest police agency they serve. 


We were able to maintain our services during the year and add 
new programs. Aside from the new facility, the Regional 
Prosecutor has had the most impact on the way we do 
business. As expected, when John Vorder-Bruegge came on 
board, Lt. DeAngelis was finally able to free himself from court 
duties and concentrate on the myriad of tasks he is responsible 
for. John has been a tremendous asset for us as well as the 
Chesterfield, Troy and Walpole Departments. 


School Resource Officer Wayne Kassotis continues to shine in 
his role at the high school and Cpl. Mark Chamberlain and his 
partner K-9 “ARGO” recorded their first “find” by helping Keene 
Police locate a gentleman who had become lost for several 
hours in the swamp surrounding his home. ‘We were able to 
install laptop computers into two of the cruisers to help in the 
information gathering process officers must perform. These are 
not “live” laptops in that they must be updated at the end of 
the shift rather than sending the information via the radios. 
That is the next and final step in this process and will be 
accomplished when the money becomes available. 
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The new facility was completed a little behind schedule due to 
this summer’s inclement weather. Because of the outstanding 
support of several area businessmen, and the true 
“community” atmosphere that surrounded this project, we were 
able to upgrade several aspects of the facility. Most notably, we 
were able to change the structure from wood frame to split-face 
block. All the exterior surfaces are vinyl or vinyl coated so 
there is little to no maintenance that will be required for several 
years. Inside, we were able to install security cameras, an 
upgraded dispatch console and file cabinets. 


Although there are still a few bills yet to come in, I can say with 
assurance that the entire project, including the removal of 
existing buildings, site work, surveying, moving to the Alps 
Restaurant, (including the electrical, telephone, radios, 
antenna, and cleaning work that was necessary to move in), 
building the facility, moving from the Alps to the new station 
and doing those endless finishing touches, we have done what 
we said we would. We have remained within the $225,000 
figure appropriated at Town Meeting. I wish to give my 
personal thanks to the many people who helped in this project. 
Without your assistance, we would not have been successful. 
An open house will be held, most probably in February, so that 
you can see your new police station. If you can’t do this, then 
please feel free to stop by. If we can, you will be given a tour. 


Plans for 2001 are to complete the finishing touches on the 
station and to bolster and improve on our ability to provide 
effective and efficient police services. Our next major 
undertaking is to achieve Level One New Hampshire Police 
Certification. This process will include looking carefully at the 
way we do business and bringing ourselves around to 
nationally recognized standards. From how we answer the 
phone to the decals on the cruisers, everything will be put 
under the microscope. What this does for us is give us a 
verified accounting of our business practices. For the 
community, two benefits are assurance of professional conduct 
and possible insurance savings. 
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Finally, I would like to remind you that Swanzey is a dynamic, 
growing community. If we are to keep this one of the finest 
locations in Cheshire County to raise a family it takes a 
partnership between the residents and those of us who serve to 
protect you. You must take an active role in making known the 
services you desire, calling us when you notice activity that 
doesn’t seem right, realizing that we are faced with patrolling 
the entire town with limited resources and understanding that 
we cannot be everywhere at once. As in the past, I want to 
thank you for support of our efforts to keep this fine 
community that it is.

Swanzey is a large town and any help you can give 
to your emergency services would be greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire 
Wardens throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire 
Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law 
enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire 
season was below average as referenced in the statistics below. 
Despite this, our network of fire towers and detection patrols 
were still quite busy with the fire towers being first to report 
over 135 fires. These fires were quickly and accurately 
reported to the local fire departments for their prompt and 
effective suppression efforts. Wildland fires occurring in areas 
where homes are situated in the woodlands are a serious 
concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can 
help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space 
around them and making sure that houses are properly 
identified with street numbers. Please contact the Forest 
Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist you in 
assessing fire safety around your home and woodlands. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State 
Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department 
‘to find out if a-permit is required before doing ALL outside 
burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning 
unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the 
burning will be done. Violations of RSA-227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection. 
Forest Rangers have investigated numerous complaints 
regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, 
and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you 
have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, 
please call our office at 271-2217, or for general information 
visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us. 
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The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile 
patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection 
system and reports from citizens aid in the quick response 
from local fire departments. These factors are critical in 
controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of 
property and suppression costs as low as possible. Due to 
permitting fire safety concerns, please contact your local fire 
department BEFORE using portable outdoor fire places and 
vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete or wire 
mesh. 


Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY 
outside burning.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


2000 was a year of change for the public works department. All of us 
in the department wish a long and happy retirement to former 
director, Elton Blood, Sr. 


Once again the weather has been cruel to us, giving us less snow and 
more mixed precipitation. The worst of all is sleet and freezing rain. 
In late March we helped the fire department with a flooding event on 
Flat Roof Mill Road. We were able to dodge a few snow storms in 
April. A call for a tree down in May turned into several hundred trees 
down in the Taylor Hill Road area. Once we got into June when you 
would expect some nice weather we just kept getting rain. So much 
rain that it affected projects that were planned for the year. Even 
with the bad weather we were able to reclaim and pave Goodell 
Avenue. Painting of lines was almost put off because of work to be 
done on the Eaton Road. That work was only started and will be 
finished this year. In August we had one storm that measured 4”, 
which washed out the sides of some roads. Winter came early for us 
when we had snow to plow on October 29th. Then in December we 
had freezing rain changing to rain with temperatures starting in the 
30’s rising to the 50’s. In one day we went from slippery roads to 
washouts. This year has kept alive the saying, “If you don’t like the 
weather, wait awhile it will change.” 


To help us do our job we were able to purchase a few items this year. 
In May we were able to purchase a “new to us” grader as the old 
grader had seen better days. Also, we replaced our oldest truck, 
which was starting to cost money to maintain. This truck arrived on 
December 19th and we used it to plow the very next day. 


_ The roads in the Town of Swanzey are not unlike the roads in most 
every town in New Hampshire. They were once paths suitable for 
horse and wagon, then paved to accommodate the cars of the past. 
Now, we are asking them to hold trucks of today and our ever 
increasing and fast paced lifestyle. I am currently working on a plan 
to maintain the roads but, this will be costly to do it right.

CEMETERIES 


Another busy year has gone by. Due to all the rain we had it 
made it difficult to keep up with the mowing rounds. 


We were also quite busy with 29 burials, 13 cremations and 
one removal this year. These figures are about the same as 
last year. The breakdown is as follows: Mt. View had 22 full 
burials and 9 cremations; Oak Hill had 5 full burials and 4 
cremations; Westport had one full burial and one removal; and 
Mt. Caesar had one full burial. There were 13 entombed from 
out of town and 6 from town for this year. 


We were able to repair stones that were in most need again this 
year. We are about halfway through Mt. Caesar and three 
quarters finished in the Homestead Cemetery. I would like to 
thank Jay Blanchard of Keene Monument for all the help he 
has given us through the year. Jay’s generosity is very much 
appreciated. 


We were able to lay out more lots in Mt. View and Westport 
with the help of Larry Crowder, our surveyor. We have 32 more 
lots laid out in Mt. View and 40 more lots in the new section of 
Westport. I would like to thank Larry for the mapping and work 
he has helped us with. 


Starting the year 2001, we have a new fee schedule for burials 
and the sale of lots. The new fees are available on request from 
the Supervisor. 


The crew and I would like to thank everyone for their wonderful 
comments about how well our cemeteries look. We wish the 
best for all residents for the coming year.

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RECYCLING CENTER/TRANSFER STATION

The field of recycling is undergoing continuous change, 
perhaps more so today than in the past - new items, new 
markets, new procedures and new laws. Therefore, we ask that 
you read and note all signs at the center. Things do change, 
and what you placed here today, may have to go somewhere 
else tomorrow.

SWANZEY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 2000 


The Swanzey Conservation Commission (SCC) consists of nine 
volunteers who are committed to the purpose of the 
Commission, which is "for the proper utilization and protection 
of the natural resources" of the Town. An important function 
of the SCC is to review applications for permits to perform work 
in or near wetlands and to comment to the NH Department of 
Environmental Services (NH Wetlands Bureau). The 
environmental impacts of proposed projects that involve 
surface water, groundwater, forests and other natural assets 
are usually reviewed by the SCC. 


The Swanzey Aquifer Protection Task Force, with SCC 
involvement, has proceeded with an educational promotion to 
inform the residents about the town's vast groundwater 
resources. In 1999, the Task Force received a Local Water 
Resources Protection Grant from NHDES and conducted a 
Groundwater Protection Survey among businesses in Swanzey 
to assess potential contamination sources and offer 
recommendations for best management practices. The Task 
Force has continued the process in 2000 analyzing the survey 
results and worked with the Town’s Health Officer to assist in 
sending out follow-up letters to businesses that had 
compliance issues. 


The SCC is a member of the NH Association of Conservation 
Commission and works with the NH Office of State Planning to 
monitor properties in town that are protected by conservation 
easements and the Land Conservation Investment Program 
(LCIP). These properties include the Town Forest on Mt. 
Cresson, the Muster Field in West Swanzey and the Tracy 
parcel on Causeway Road. The conservation easement on 
Honey Hill is also monitored by the SCC. 


We have a member serving on the Master Plan Committee and 
several members participated in the Swanzey Community 
Profile Project. The SCC donated time to provide activities for 
the children who attended the Swanzey Lake Recreation Camp. 
Activities centered around conservation and a hike up Honey 
Hill. Members also maintain bluebird houses on the Muster 
Field and duck boxes in Ice Pond. The SCC promoted a Senior 
Scholarship for environmental studies for students at 
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Monadnock Regional High School and offered to sponsor 
camperships to 4-H Conservation Camp. The SCC also 
sponsored its annual Ashuelot River canoe trip in May which 
the public is invited to enjoy. 


The SCC supported the Solar on Schools initiative that assisted 
Monadnock Regional High School’s effort to receive a grant to 
install solar panels. Representatives of the SCC met with the 
Swanzey Lake Association to discuss issues of concern and 
have also been active with the Homestead Woolen Mill Dam 
project through distributions of surveys and notices about 
private wells to the property owners in the dam area of the 
Ashuelot River. Other activities have included cleaning up 
dumped materials from properties, communicating with 
Keene’s City Manager about concerns over selective pruning of 
the champion Swamp White Oak near the airport, and efforts 
to uphold town and state regulations that protect wetlands. 


The SCC again requests that the voters of Swanzey appropriate 
$3,000. to the Conservation Capital Reserve Fund for future 
acquisitions of conservation easements or land. The pressures 
of commercial and residential development in several areas of 
Swanzey emphasize the importance of preserving further areas 
of open space so that the future residents may enjoy our 
natural habitats as well. The SCC encourages the people of 
Swanzey to take advantage of our fine Recycling Center facility 
and to participate in the Household Hazardous Waste 
collections.

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ASHUELOT RIVER LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
2000 Annual Report 


The Ashuelot River LAC finalized the Ashuelot River Corridor Management Plan, 
bringing closure to two years of interaction with local officials regarding the 
incorporation of the information and recommendations presented in the Plan into 
municipal planning. Local formal acceptance of the Plan ranged from “agreeing to 
take the Plan under advisement in community planning” to “adoption of the Plan as an 
addendum to the Master Plan.” Eight of the ten corridor towns have accepted the 
Plan. 


The LAC reviewed about ten wetland permit applications during 2000. The LAC 
exercises a role in this process of ensuring attention to basic environmental issues, 
particularly relationships between site-specific activity and off-site conditions, such as 
down stream effects on water quality of hydrology and impacts on wildlife 
movements. 


The Ashuelot River presently has 23 dam sites, four of which generate power to the 
grid. During 1999 proposals to breach three dams came to light. Motivation for dam 
removal includes relieving owners of the burden of maintenance, and restoration of 
stream ecology. The Ashuelot River is part of the Connecticut River anadromous fish 
restoration efforts and of particular interest to NH Fish & Game for shad, herring and 
eel production. The LAC participates in the statewide interagency task force 
convened through NH Fish & Game to better understand the research and public 
involvement needs regarding proposals to breach or remove dams. Three Ashuelot 
River dams are under consideration for breach or removal: the dam in downtown 
Winchester, the dam at Homestead Woolen Mills, West Swanzey, and the McGoldrick 
Dam, Hinsdale. The LAC advocates a public process by which decisions about 
breaching dams can be made based on comprehensive environmental review, 
including community considerations. 


The LAC’s 2000 agenda also included continued efforts to establish a volunteer water 
quality monitoring program for the Ashuelot main stem, NH Fish 7 Game fisheries 
management, and the use of USDA Farm Bill Wildlife Habitat Incentive Program in 
the Ashuelot Corridor. 


The Ashuelot River LAC meets the evening of the third Tuesday of each month on an 
ad hoc basis in the Keene Public Library.

You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting and elections will 
be held at the Monadnock Regional High School in said Swanzey on 
Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, next at 7:00 of the clock in the 
afternoon to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1: To choose by ballot all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 2: To vote by ballot on the following amendments to the Town of 
Swanzey Zoning Ordinance: 


Amendment No. 1 Are you in favor of Amendment No. 1 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance: 
Amend Section III.E. to read as follows: 

“Provided that safe and adequate disposal of sewage and safe water 
supply can be provided without endangering the health and safety of 
adjoining uses, nothing in these regulations shall prevent the

“C. Non-Conforming Lot: A non-conforming lot may be developed for the 
uses permitted in the district im which it is located provided that the use 
proposed for such lot will comply with all health and sanitary regulations 
for water and sewage systems as required by the State and Town and 
provided that it complies with all other requirements of this Ordinance or 
amendments thereto, including but not limited to Sections II].E. and 
III.M.

We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Swanzey, New Hampshire as 


of and for the year ended December 31, 2000, and have issued our report thereon dated February 15, 
2001. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general 
purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. 


The management of the Town of Swanzey, New Hampshire is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and judgments by 
management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of internal control structure 
policies and procedures. The objectives of an internal control structure are to provide management with 
reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or 
disposition, and that transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization and 
recorded properly to permit the preparation of general purpose financial statements in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles. Because of inherent limitations in any internal control 
structure, errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any 
evaluation of the structure to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate 


because of changes in conditions or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of policies and 
procedures may deteriorate. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Swanzey, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 2000, we obtained an understanding of the 
internal control structure. With respect to the internal control structure, we obtained an understanding of 
the design of relevant policies and procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, and we 
assessed control risk in order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our 
opinion on the general purpose financial statements and not to provide an opinion on the internal control 
structure. Accordingly, we do not express such an opinion. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the 
internal control structure that might be material weaknesses under standards established by the American 
Institute of Certified Public Accountants. A material weakness is a condition in which the design or 
operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low 
level the risk that errors and irregularities in amounts that would be material in relation to the general 
purpose financial statements being audited may occur and not be detected within a timely period by 
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employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. We noted no matters involving 
the control structure and its operation that we consider to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


This report is intended for the information of management and the Board of Selectmen. However, this 
report is a matter of public record, and its distribution is not limited.

In February the town hired Hoyle, 
Tanner and Associates to engineer the bridge and in October 
the construction contract was awarded to Wright Construction.

Abutment work has been completed and the actual bridge 
construction is due to start in February, on site (weather 
permitting), and be completed in October 2001, just in time for 
our bike tour. This bridge will be constructed to carry vehicles 
weighing up to 27 ton, including fire trucks, snowplows and 
school buses.

The Swanzey Preservation Society is a non-profit organization founded 
in 1992 whose main purpose and goal is to foster an appreciation of 
the history and heritage of the Town of Swanzey. 


The restoration of the Golden Rod Grange Hall #114 is our first major 
preservation project. The NH Division of Historical Resources feels 
that the Golden Rod Grange building is an important element in the 
village of Swanzey, providing an important architectural presence, and 
a connection with the community traditions. Once finished, the 
Grange Hall will be accessible for community use. Artifacts and 
geological information have been found and documented through the 
excavation of the cellar. After the restoration is completed these 
artifacts will be on display for limited public viewing at the Grange 
Hall. 


In November, 1993 INHERIT NEW HAMPSHIRE awarded us with an 
award “for promoting exemplary preservation ethics and practice 
within your community, particularly as embodied in your outstanding 
efforts to save the GOLDEN ROD GRANGE HALL’, as quoted by 
Martha Fuller Clark, 1993 Chair of the Board of Directors of Inherit 
New Hampshire. Also in 1993, the Golden Rod Grange presented us 
with a community service award. 


In 1994, we achieved having the building listed on the National 
Register of Historical Places. Over the past five years, the outside of 
the building has been painted as well as the 16 pairs of shutters which 
were donated to us by Port-O-Lite of Swanzey. The kitchen walls have | 
been stripped, the back wall and half of the floor have been replaced, 
and new strapping has been installed on the ceiling. The cellar was 
hand dug to facilitate replacement of the floor joists. All work, except 
for the installation of the cement floor, has been done by volunteers 
who have donated their time every Saturday during the spring, 
summer and fall. This summer more community members have 
become involved in the project but we are always in the need of 
additional volunteers. A fund raiser is in progress to raise funds for 
the new electrical and heating systems.

A. PURPOSE AND INTENT 

It is the intent of this section to establish an overlay district providing 
reasonable and uniform regulations to prevent the concentration of adult 
entertainment businesses within the Town of Swanzey; and it is the intent to promote 
the health, safety and general welfare of the citizens of the Town of Swanzey. It is the 
intent of this section to prevent problems of blight and deterioration which may 
accompany and may be brought about by the concentration of adult entertainment 
businesses. The provisions of this amendment have neither the purpose nor the effect 
of imposing limitation or restriction on the content of any communicative materials, 
including sexually oriented materials; and it is not the intent nor effect of this section 
to restrict or deny access by adults to sexually oriented materials protected by the 
First Amendment, or to deny access by the distributors and exhibitors of sexually 
oriented entertainment to their intended market; and neither is it the intent nor effect 
of this article to condone or legitimize the distribution of obscene material. 

B. LOCATION RESTRICTIONS OF ADULT ENTERTAINMENT BUSINESSES 

1. Adult entertainment businesses, as defined in Section 3 of this adult 
entertainment businesses district shall be subject to all regulations, requirements and 
restrictions for the underlying districts in which the adult entertainment business is 
permitted and shall be subject to the following distance requirements: 

a. No adult entertainment business shall be permitted within 1,000 feet of 
another adult business which is either existing at the time of the effective date of this 
ordinance or one for which a building permit has been applied for, and no adult 
entertainment business shall be permitted within a building, premise, structure or 
other facility that contains another adult entertainment business. 

b. No adult entertainment business shall be permitted within 500 feet of any 
church, public or private school (pre-school through high school), youth center, or 
Town Hall. 

c. Adult entertainment businesses shall be allowed by special exception and 
only in the following areas of the Town of Swanzey: 

(i) Route 12 — Within that portion of the Business District on Route 12 which 
lies between the Keene-Swanzey town line and the south end of the Cheshire 
Fairgrounds, so called; and 

(ii) Route 10 — Within that portion of the Commercial/Industrial District which 
lies between the Keene-Swanzey town line and the intersection of Route 10 and Base 
Hill Road. 

The distance requirements above shall be measured in a straight line, without 
regard to intervening structures from the property line of any site to the closest 
exterior wall of the adult entertainment business. 

C. DEFINITIONS 

1. Adult Entertainment Business means: Any place of business at which any 
of the following activities is conducted: 

a Adult bookstore or adult video store: A business that devotes more than 
15% of the total display, shelf, rack, table, stand or floor area for the display, sale 
and/or rental of the following: 

(i) Books, magazines, periodicals or other printed matter, or 
photographs, films, motion pictures, video cassettes, slides, tapes, records, computer 
disks, CD-ROMs or other forms of visual or audio representations which meet the 
definition of “harmful to minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571- 
B:ts or 

(ii) Instruments or devices which are designed for use in connection 
with “sexual conduct” as defined by NH RSA 571-B:1, other than birth control devices. 

An adult bookstore or adult video store does not include an establishment that 
sells or rents books, videos or periodicals representing “harmful to minors” and/or 
“sexual conduct” materials as listed above if sales and rentals of such materials are an 
incidental or accessory part of its principal stock and trade and does not devote more 
than 15% of the total display, shelf, rack, table, stand or floor area of the 
establishment. 
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b. Adult Motion Picture Theater: An establishment with capacity for five or 
more persons where for any form of consideration films, motion pictures, video 
cassettes, slides, CD-ROMs, computer displays or similar photographic reproductions 
are shown, and in which substantial portions of the total presentation time is devoted 
to the showing of material which meets the definition of “harmful to minors” and/or 
“sexual conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571-B:1, for observation by patrons. For this 
subsection (b) and for subsections c, d, e, f, and g below, a “substantial portion of the 
total presentation time” shall mean the presentation of films or shows described above 
for viewing on more than seven days within any 56 consecutive day period. 

c. Adult Motion Picture Arcade. Any place to which the public is permitted or 
invited wherein coin or slug-operated or electronically, electrically or mechanically 
controlled still or motion picture machines, computers, projectors or other image- 
producing devices are maintained to show images to five or fewer persons per machine 
at any one time, in which a substantial portion of the total presentation time of the 
images so displayed is devoted to the showing of material which meets the definition of 
“harmful to minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571-B:1. 

d. Adult Cabaret: A nightclub, bar, restaurant, or similar establishment 
which during a substantial portion of the total presentation time features live 
performances which meet the definition of “harmful to minors” and/or “sexual 
conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571-B:1, and/or features films, motion pictures, 
video cassettes, CD ROMs, computer displays, slides, audio tapes, or other audio or 
photographic reproductions, a substantial portion of the total presentation time of 
which is devoted to showing of material which meets the definition of “harmful to 
minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571-B:1. 

e. Adult Drive-In Theater: An open lot or part thereof, with accessory facilities 
devoted primarily to the presentation of motion pictures, films, theatrical productions 
and/or other forms of visual productions for any form of consideration to persons in 
motor vehicles or on outdoor seats in which a substantial portion of the total 
presentation time being presented for observation by patrons is devoted to the 
showing of materials which meets the definition of “harmful to minors” and/or “sexual 
conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571-B:1. 

f. Adult Motel: A motel or similar establishment offering public 
accommodations for any form of consideration which provides patrons with closed 
circuit television transmissions, films, motion pictures, video cassettes, computers, 
CD-ROMs, slides or other audio or photographic reproductions, a substantial portion 
of the total presentation time of which are distinguished or characterized by an 
emphasis upon the depiction or description of materials which meet the definition of 
“harmful to minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571-B:1. 

g. Adult Theater: A theater, concert hall, auditorium or similar establishment 
either indoor or outdoor in nature which for any form of consideration regularly 
features live performances, a substantial portion of the total presentation time of 
which are distinguished or characterized by an emphasis on activities which meets the 
definition of “harmful to minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571- 
Bals 

h. Nude Model Studio: A place where a person who appears in a state of 
nudity or displays male genitals in a state of sexual arousal and/or the vulva or more 
intimate parts of the female genitals and is observed, sketched, drawn, painted, 
sculptured, photographed or similarly depicted by other persons who pay money or 
any form of consideration of such display, or where such display is otherwise 
characterized by an emphasis on activities which meets the definition of “harmful to 
minors” and/or “sexual conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571-B:1. 

Sexual Encounter Center: A business or commercial enterprise that as one of its 
primary business purposes offers for any form of consideration: (a) physical contact in 
the form of wrestling or tumbling between persons of the opposite sex; or (b) activities 
between male and female persons and/or persons of the same sex when one or more 
persons is in the state of nudity; or where the activities in (a) or (b) is characterized by 
an emphasis on activities which meets the definition of “harmful to minors” and or 
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“sexual conduct” as set forth in NH RSA 571-B:1.”

Article 3: It was voted by Yes/No ballot in favor of raising and appropriating the sum 
of $ 750,000 for the purpose of preparing plans and specifications and for the 
construction of improvements to the Swanzey Wastewater Treatment Plant that will

d) The Carpenter Home Committee, in cooperation with the Administrator, shall 
establish an annual budget for the operation of the Carpenter Home, which shall 
be submitted to Selectmen for review in the same manner as other budget 
submissions presented annually to the Town Meeting. 
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e) The Carpenter Home Committee shall keep accurate books of account showing 
their transactions and records of all doings with respect to the operation of the 
Carpenter Home and the Lucy J. W. Carpenter Fund, so-called. The Carpenter 
Home Committee may delegate to the Administrator the responsibility for day to 
day bookkeeping in which case the Administrator subject to the direct supervision 
of the Carpenter Home Committee, shall maintain complete, accurate and detailed 
financial records showing all transactions and the income and expense of 
operating the home. All of the records maintained by the Carpenter Home 
Committee and the Administrator shall be subject to inspection by the Board of 
Selectmen at all times. The Carpenter Home financial records shall be audited 
annually in conjunction with the Town’s other financial records. 

f) The Carpenter Home Committee shall annually, by the 25 day of January, report 
in writing about the Carpenter Home’s prior year activities and operation including 
financial transactions, which report shall be incorporated in the annual report. 

g) The Carpenter Home Committee and the Administrator shall have no authority to 
obtain credit for the Town or the Lucy J. W. Carpenter Fund and no authority to 
bind the Town or the Fund to contracts. 

h) The Carpenter Home Committee shall, subject to the approval of Selectmen, adopt 
and amend such rules and regulations regarding the operation of the Carpenter 
Home as they shall deem best which shall not be inconsistent with the Will of Lucy 
J. W. Carpenter. 

i) This Article may be modified or amended at any annual town meeting provided the 
substance of the proposed change is inserted in the warrant for such meeting. 

(Recommended by Selectmen)
